In addition to all this there are provisions 
punishing railroads for transporting the forbid- 
den fluids or delivering them to any one within 
the State, except persons having special per- 
mits under the law to sell for medicinal pur- 
poses. These penalties are so severe that the 
freight agents of all the roads in Iowa have 
held a meeting and noiified the public that their 
roads will not receive the forbidden freight 
anywhere for transportation into the State of 
Iowa unless the consignee is on their list of permit 
holders. The permits are hedged about with 50 
many difficulties and dangers that the druggists 
are deterred from taking them out and are 
giving notice that hereafter they cannot even 
sell spirite on medical prescriptions. Thus the 
Iowa law is put up asa bar to that inter-State 

which Congress has the exclusive 
power to regulate. 

In Iowa as in Maine, and Kansas, enthusiasm 
for BLA goes hand in hand with enthusiasm 
for this kind of legislation.

Fare bill—a veto with the reasons for which we did 
not agree—he showed that he could do an extremely 
unpopular thing because he thought that it was 
right. In his administration of the civil service re- 
form law he showed that he knew how to put reform 
in the hands of trustworthy and able men and to 
sustain them at every point. In his support of the 
New York City reform bills, particularly the one 
which destroyed the trading capital of the Board of 
Aldermen by abolishing their right of confirmation, 
he showed not only advanced and sound ideas of mu- 
nicipal administration, but the pluck and steadiness 
to stand up against those who claimed to hold his 
political future in their hands. In the veto mes- 
sages, which form the most valuable record of his 
qualities for executive office, he has been conspicu- 
ously candid, sensible, cool-headed and conscientious. 
At every important point in his career he has given 
proof of precisely the qualities that are lacking in 
Mr. Blaine, and for honest adherence to the prin- 
ciples of reform, for which Mr. Blaine has betrayed 
only 1 — or contempt. 


N Widows of the War of 1812. 
Washington Correspondence of the New York Sun. 

The discussion of the Mexican pension bill in the 
Senate brought out some queer statistics about the 
pensioners of the war of 1812. That war ended 
nearly seventy years ago, and the numiber of troops 
engaged in it was not remarkably great; yet to-day 
there are actually 21,000° pensioners on the rolls as 
widows of that war. They drew last year $1,882,000, 
or five and a half times as much as the few 
thousand old soldiers surviving. 

Of course the explanation is that some of these 
widows were married to the veteran warriors half a 
century or soafter the war was over; and they be- 
came entitled to their pensions in due time when 
their husbands died. Thus it is not improbable that 
in the twentieth century a great many of the 21,000 
widows will still be drawing pensions on account of 
the war of 1812.
